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| Senate Rules stalls ERA again

The State Senate Rules 
Committee had another go 
around with the Equal Rights 


Amendment. In a relatively 
lengthy hearing Wednesday 
Morning, the members of the 


committee for the second time, 
heard testimony from various 
witnesses, some opposed, some 
for the now almost controversial 
Measure. 

The great barage of witnesses 
came from the AFL-CIO, lead 
by labor boss for political type 
activities, John Henning. With 
Henning came an array of 
spokesmen from different labor 
groups concerned at the possible 
implications of the ERA on 
labor laws. As the debate on the 
ERA has widened, and the 
arguments bantied arcund, the 
big issue has become the possible 
striking down by the courts of 
protective labor laws, most 
especially, from the opponent 
spokesman, labor organizations 
with a high membership of 
women, or nearly all women. 
Such groups as the United Farm 
Workers, now an AFL-CIO 
union, and the Amalgated 
Clothing Workers of America 
were among the few represented. 


The Farm Workers 
spokesman, a Chicano male, was 
perhaps the most impassioned, 
and eloquent of the day. He 
stated the hazards of farm 
workers when talking about 
conditions in the fields, and the 
high mortality rate of children, 
as well as adults. The fact that 
labor protective laws do not 
cover farm workers, and are 
probably indadequate with 
regards to children in general. 

In addition, the women 
spokesman for the Clothing 
Workers discussed the fact that 
if the laws were repealed it 
would leave the employers the 
option to name their own 
conditions, and as she pointed 
out, they would easily take 
advantage of workers, women 
and men, not to mention those 
who were not members in a 
union and had the power of a 
union to protect them. As well 
as that, she pointed out that 
only, using specific reference to 
third world women, especially 
Asian in San Francisco. She read 
to the committee an item that 
appeared in San’ Francisco 
newspaper columnist Herb 
Caen’s column about the 
bachelor living on Russian Hill in 
an exclusive apartment building 
complaining of hearing a strange 
whirring noise throughout the’ 
night. He complained to the 
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source of the sound on the 
second, to be confronted with a 
genuine “sweat shop,” the 
apartment was full of Asian 
women, probably emigrants 
from Hong Kong employed at 
cheap wages as seamstresses 

She aiso said that “women 
would be the first to be taken 
advantage of,” a commentary of 
sorts on the status of protective 
labor laws as they presently exist 
for both women and men. 

The debate ensued soon after 
with a spokeswoman from the 
other side, the forces favoring 
immediate approval of the ERA, 
briefly, but precisely retorted 
the earlier positions by saying 
that “These women and men are 
more concerned about property 
rights, than they are about 
human rights.” She _ further 
urged the committee to ratify 
the Equal Rights Amendment on 
the contingent that all extending 
labor equal protection laws be 
extended to men.

City Council. He was described 
by some sources during the 
election as a “red neck.” Ruth 
Bunche, also tald the committee 
that “Women have never had it 


so good!" and that if this 
amendment is passed it will 
“have to be repealed like 
prohibition.” 


At the end of the testimony, 
Mills began his remarks. The 
senator from San Diego, who in 
past years has not always been 
known for a particularly liberal 
stance, was elected to his 
position by fellow senators who 
were called “Young Turks,” and 
according to one political pundit 
“They are in comparison to 
some of the other members of 
the senate.” 


Mills was worried about the 
labor laws, and he was also 
concerned about child custody 
laws. Mills said, “The problem 
that I have with the Equal 
Rights Amendment was

With this Senate Rules 
Committee Chairman, and 
President Pro Tempore of the 
Senate, James Mills, (D) San 
Diego, started to address the 
committee, but stopped short 
for one more witness. “Mrs. 
Ruth Anne Bunch,” as she 
introduced herself, “representing 
the ‘United Ad Hoc Committee 
of the Silent Majority.”” She 
revealed to the committee an 
emotional diatribe on how 
un-American it would be for this 
amendment to pass, citing that 
the Soviet Union women are 
forced to work and “keep their 
babies in state run institutions,” 
and that a woman didn't want to 
throw her rights out the window 
with the passage of the 
amendment, as she put it, 
“Force them from a state of 
privileged rights, to a state of 
forced rights.” She went on to 
say that, “Any woman who 
would support such an 
un-American position is hard to 
understand.” Her husband, 
Johnnie Bunch, was an

probably started by a Harvard 
Professor of Law who said “The 


basic problem with the 
amendment is that it is too 
abstract,, and ‘that as a 


constitutional standard it is too 
inept, and abstract.” With this 
Mills cited that the courts could 
strike down child custody laws, 
and leave none on the books, 
strike down labor protection 
laws, and leave none on the 
books. He also express his 
disfaith in the legislature to deal 
with the changes that would be 
created by the passage of the 
amendment if these laws were 
struck down by the courts to 
adequately and quickly deal 
with the problems. He defended 
his position by saying that even 
given the two year period before 
the amendment would go into 
effect, it ‘Still would not be 
enough time. He also criticized 
the congress for passing the buck 
to the state legislatures. Mills 
said that he felt it was the job of 
congress to deal with the labor 
laws nationally, and should not 
be pushed off on the legislatures.

Mills, “because the social 
security laws discriminate, the 
labor laws discriminate, and 


congress has refused to deal with 
it | think that its discriminatory 
to pass it along to us, this is 
within their power. Mills went 
On to say after being retorted by 
a spokesman from NOW, 
“shouldn’t we try to solve the 
problems as_ they exist?” 
“Maybe those of us in the 
legislature have less faith in the 
legislative process,”’ with this he 
cited the tax reform measures 
that have been bounced about 
for years in the legislature. 
Further making _ himself 
appear as not really interested in 
doing anything with labor laws, 
or the ERA, period, Mills, in 
referring to a bill authored by 
Assemblyman Willie Brown, (D) 
San Francisco, said, “These 
people don’t know if Ronald 
Reagan will sign this bill, and 
that labor is not willing to take 
this chance."’ Willie Brown's bill 
would extend labor protection 
rights to men as well as maintain 
tnem tor women. Milis also said 
that he didn’t think that a bill 
could be passed in two years 


But then State Senator 
Mervyn Dymally (D) Los 
Angeles, joined in the debate. 


Dymally let loose with a short 
barb against AFL-CIO chief 
John Henning, and labor in 


general by saying that some of 
the arguments he had heard 
sounded like “Senator Bilbo and 
his arguments against equal 
rights for Blacks.” With this 
Henning took great offense, and 
Mills quickly quashed the whole 
matter. Senator Bilbo was a 
“first class bigot.” 


Then the NOW spokeswoman 
said, “We have waited for 50 
years and finally got an Equal 
Rights Amendment passed. We 
need a constitutional 
amendment recognizing equal 
rights for women. We 
understand that there will be 
legal chaos, but it will only force 
us to deal with the reality of the 
laws sooner, and it will once and 
for all extend rights to all people 
in this country.” She went on to 
describe the reluctance of the 
senate as “Sorry ladies we don’t 
want to deal with it.” Implying 
that there was great reluctance 
on the part of the senate to even 
begin to deal with any of the 
problems inherent with the 
passage of the amendment, and 
without the passage of the 


amendment they probably 
wouldn't deal with the labor 
laws, etc. anvway. 

With this Senator Robert 


Stevens, (R) Los Angeles asked 
committee chairman Mills if the 
matter were taken “under 
submission” by the committee if 
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it would in effect bury it. Mills 
replied, “Yes, (hai is usually the 
case, but given the votes you can 
do almost anything.” Stevens 
indicated that they were not the 
votes on that committee, with 
one member absent, Sen. Robert 
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Lagomarsino, (R) Ventura, but 
since he had voted for it the first 
time it was considered by the 
committee, and that he still 
supported it, that he would 
move to take the matter under 
submission until a future date. It 
was so moved and seconded, 
with the roll call vote called for 
by Mills, unanimously in favor. 
The committee members 
present, Sen. Joseph Kennick, 
(D) Long Beach, Sen. Stephen P. 
Teale (D) Rail Road Flat, and 
Sen Mills, with Sen. 
Lagomarsino absent 

But the vote did not end the 
discussion. The Rules 
Committee moved on to other 
business while the debate 
continued in the — corridor 
outside the 4th floor hearing 
room. There the press assembled 
to ask questions, and film 
interviews Recording and 
television equipment are not 
allowed in committee hearing 
rooms. The tone of Henning and 
labor forces was one of a 
temporary victory, while the 
women’s movement 
organizations stated that the 
battle had just begun, and that 
they were not about to give up 
now. They further commented 
that they felt Mills, and the 
senate in general were reluctant 
to deal with the labor laws, and 
the ERA because it is an election 
year, and they don’t think that 
it is popular. One person was 
heard to comment in a very 
disgusted fashion, “This 
legislature has the best, biggest, 
and most highly paid staff in the 
country, the members of the 
legislature are supposedly full 
time, so what the hell are they 
talking about when they say that 
it is congress’s job to deal with 
labor laws. This state is known 
for its progressive role in 
legislation, so when are they 
going to start acting like it.”

The Welfare Reform Act of 
1971 was enacted into law in 
October of last year after 
months of negotiations in 
hearings and in private sessions 
between the California 
legislature and the Reagan 
Administration. The legislation 
was applauded by the governor 
and promoted by his State 
Director of Social Welfare 
Robert Carlson, as an act that 
would save millions of dollars 
for the taxpayers and maintain 
services for the “truly needy.” 

Since then Carlson has treated 
the taxpayer to periodic reports

more to the liking of the 
administration were 
implemented on an emergency 
basis in an unlawful manner that 
resulted in a series of lawsuits 
still being considered by the 
courts. 

The Committee report 
pointed out that regulations 
relating to work-related expenses 
for working Mothers, to special 
needs for AFDC families, to old 
age security payments for the 
elderly, among others, were 
found to be contrary to law, not 
to mention a distortion of 
legislative intent. The Legislative 
Counsel's office found in 
regulation after regulation that 
SDSW was acting illegally and, in 
a number of cases, opinions 
from the Attorney General’s 
office supported the Counsel's 
conclusion. 

In most cases, Carlson has 
simply refused to obey the law 
and insisted during a public 
hearing that SDSW made it very 
clear to the Legislature during 
last year’s negotiations that 
“anything we (SDSW) can do 
administratively we will do 
whether or not there is 
legislation”. When Senator 
Beilensen, author of the original 
bill, asked if this included 
regulations that were specifically 
rejected by the Legislature, 
Carlson repeated that he felt no 
commitment to follow legislative 
intent 

The legislative report by a 
cCOMMittee composed of 
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Democratic and Republican 
legislators accused Carlson of 
usurping policy-making 
authority and making a “crude 
attempt...to administratively 
re-write the Welfare Reform act 
of 1971.” 

Lawsuits have been filed 
challenging virtually every major 
provision of the Act that Carlson 
has seen fit to implement—in 
some cases because the 
provisions in the legislation 
violate federal law, in other cases 
because the regulations written 
by Carlson’s Department to 
implement the legislation is in 
conflict with State law. 

Among other arbitrary actions 
by the Department, they have 


directed County Welfare 
Departments to deduct EOP 
grants from the income of 


AFDC families, forcing many 
students to drop out of school. 
A misinterpretation of another 
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provision has led to the 
termination or denial of aid to 
individuals who own any single 
item of property worth more 
than $300. In spite of a 
Legislative Counsel’s opinion 
which found this invalid, the 
regulation has not been 
rescinded. 

Carlson has made it clear, 
according to testimony during 
recent hearings that he feels that 
he has the discretionary powers 
to implement the Act according 
to his own set of priorities. 
Those priorities do not include 
the few progressive measures 
included in the reform package. 

The investigation found, seven 
months after enactment, that 
“only a handful of jobs have 
been created. . .no persons have 
yet received the child care 
services required...nd no 
family planning services have 
been delivered.”

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HOKNET reviewer Jim Lane's 
critique of Peter Bogdanovich's 
“What’s Up, Doc” failed to note 
that the original thirties 
comedies that are the models for 
he Ryan O*Neil/Barbra 
Streisand film can be viewed

Paradoxically, these comedies 
that celebrate the power of 
women as _ professionals and 
individuals were made by 
Howard Hawks who is at best 
known for his action films 
celebrating American machismo 
and the exclusiveness of the 
male group. Each of these 
comedies has 4 heroine 
{Rosalind Russell, Katherine 
Hepburn, and Carole Lombard) 
clearly superior to the often 
egotistical, self-centered and 
bumbling hero (Cary Grant, 
Cary Grant and John 
Barrymore). The men must 


Prove themselves worthy of the 
women who are clearly their 
superiors in the real world, not 
merely in the church-on-Sunday, 
Statue-on-a-pedestal, 
princess-in-the-castle _ isolation 
that the American heroine 
traditionally rules. Where 
Hawks’s action films often 
contain a sub-plot showing the 
stud hero “taming” the 
independent heroine and 
bringing her home as a trophy to 
be “mounted”, his comedies 
reverse the traditional roles in 
many ways that include the man 
having his consciousness raises so 
that he is worthy of the woman. 
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In Saturday night’s (April 29) 
film “His Girl Griday”, for 
instance, the role reversal is 
particularly apparent because 
the film is taken directly from 
“The Front Page,’’ a play and a 
film about two male reporters 
Much of the dialogue from the 
original remains intact although 
spoken by Roz Russell. She is 
the aggressive protagonist of the 
film who must make the choice 
between marriage and the role of 
housewife versus continuing her 
professional career and working 
as an equal with Cary Grant her 
lover. She chooses the latter. 
The radical rejection of the 
traditional role of woman is 
softened by a loading it as a 
choice between Cary Grant and 
Ralph Bellamy, but it remains an 
adequate reflection of the drives 
of women in the thirties that 
were to be blunted in the past 
war forties and fifties 


The following week 
“Bringing Up Baby suggests an 
even more anarchistic message 
that “His Girl Friday.” 
Katherine Hepburn is a free soul, 
a surrealist, who makes 
connections intuitively, if at all. 
BUT her values are the desiratile 
ones in the film. The status q\!0 
and authority are so dull, so 
dinosauric, that they deserve io 
be destroyed by any means 
necessary. Cary Grant as the 
museum professor, the 
archeologist mired in the past in 
recreating bones instead of life, 
must be freed from the dryness,

Barrymore 
caricatures his earlier image of 
the “greatest lover” so that male 
dominance can never again be 
seen so admiringly again. 

April Ford in the new

In this all-but-mystical way, 
Stan Wrights SSC track and 
field team is deftly carving its 
way through Far Western 
Conference foes on the climb to 
the .NCAA College Division 
cinder championships May 26-27 
at Ashland College in Ohio. Sac 
State was ranked third in the 
nation by the end of the 197] 
campaign. Halfway through this 
season they were already strong 
enough to do it again. But 
Wright's fliers don’t have third 
place in mind for 1972. 

The SSC team is rewriting its 
timetable as it goes this year 
Times and distances that were 
just hoped-for marks early this 
year have already been bettered 

“We're way ahead of ourselves 
in many events compared to 
1971,” Wright commented 
“We've got people in several 


events who have already beaten 
times we hadn't expected to see 
until the nationals.” 

One of them is Kevin Furey, a 
sophomore who covered the 
3000 meter steeplechase in 9:12 
in the 1971 NCAA finals and has 
clipped it off in 9:17 already 
this year. Wright says he expects 
Furey to break nine minutes—or 
get close to doing it-—by this 
year’s finals.

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Angela's angel 


On the farm with 
Roger McAfee

The sun was burning its last orange 
hour through the perennial smog bank of 
California's western horizon when Rodger 
McAfee drove me out to see the 405 acres 
of rich farmland he'd put up as secunty 
for Angela Davis’ bail 

“This is Angela’s land,” he beamed, 
stopping his gray Falcon along flat, green 
fields of alfalfa. “It's some of the finest 
farmland in the world.” His large, 
sunburned face reflected pride, but not 
from having satisfied his conscience with 
a single risk. His contribution of Miss 
Davis huge bail security was simply one 
of his many less publicized endeavors to 
combat economic oppression which in 
the near future will include efforts to 
legally take over tracts of valuable land 
owned by sprawling agri-business 
corporations who are his neighbors 


He got out of the car and walked down 
into a wide, excavated area on the other 
side of the dirt road, carrying the toy-like 
Colt carbine he’d recently purchased to 
protect protect his family and farm from 
innumerable threats. McAfee, however, is 
no stranger to heat; he was jailed by the 
government for an allegedly illegal tnp to 
Cuba back in 1961, and more than once 
he and his family have been physically 
attacked because of his active sociaiist 
beliefs. Planting his heavy six-foot frame 
in the loose soil, he shouldered the 
weapon and squeezed off a shot which 
sent a beer can scudding through the 
brown dirt 

“Y’know, Angela had damn good 
reason to buy a gun,” he said over his 
shoulder, looking for another can. “Her 
life was in constant danger because of the 
kind of changes she advocated. , and also 
just because she made it known that 
she’s a communist. Hell, I had to buy this 
one for protection, and ail I did was make 
bail for her.” 

He found a larger can, set it up at the 
far end of the wide ditch, and we walked 
back toward the car. 

“And when she shagged out o’ town 
after that shoot-out, y‘know, it was 
because she had to. She knew people 
would be out to kill her because she'd 
been associated with that case. It was just 
like when I had to shag out last week,” he 
concluded, referring to the deluge of 
death threats that forced him and his wife 
and five sons into a week of hiding in a 
secluded suburb of San Francisco. 

“Here,” he said when we came to the 
end of the ditch, thrusting the carbine 
toward me with a wry smile. 

Feeling a peculiar irony in firing a rifle 
developed for Vietnam jungles amid 
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farmlands owned by J. Paul Getty and 
Teneco, I sent a couple of the little .223 
slugs ripping end-over-end through tne 
back of the can. McAfee roared with 
surprised laughter and slapped me on the 
back; | recovered and gave his back his 
carbine 


Moments later we were speeding over 
to the twenty acres McAfee is developing 
as a center where people can meet to 
discuss agriculture operations. He rapped 
incessantly on the way, mostly about the 
excesses of capitalist agri-business, “The 
decline of America,” and his enthusiasn 
for the future of co-operative farming. He 
was still running at a high energy level 
despite ten days of hurried travel, hiding, 
intense media coverage, political action 
and the ever-present threat of violence. 
Yet he appears to be a man who always 
operates at a high speed, and he more 
than welcome; publicity, feeling in it the 
power to affect American thinking 

“| love playing the smiling Andy 
Griffith farmer,”’ he chuckled. “The film 
people and the press love it too. To the 
Angela and me are the most unlikely pair 
in the world, but that’s good. We have to 
be clever enough to keep the attention of 
the bourgeiose class through the 
press— which I can do as long as | appear 
to be a middle-class property holder 
supporting revolutionary activities.” 

Indeed, newspapers have generally 
played the ironic aspects of the story, 
many of them characterizing McAfee as a 
“millionaire communist rancher,” lending 
a sort of philanthropic flavor to his recent 
actions. But while the McAfees are as 
prosperous as any one who might own 
1100 acres of fine farmland, his family 
life and working habits are hardly those 
of a millionaire. And philanthropic, at 
least in the usual sense, he is definitely 
not. Welfare, for instance, he despises. 


“The welfare system is terrible,” he 
snaps. “it robs a man of his fundamental 
dignity and doesn’t even begin to affect 
the primary causes of poverty or 
unemployment. . .It feeds racial conflict 
too. ,They throw away the tax money of 
the working class to bribe the minorities 
into inactivity...You just can’t help a 
person by giving him enough money to 
get by on; you have to provide something 
they can work with. 

Idle philosophy seems to make McAfee 
nervous, though, which is largely why he 
is well known and equally hated by the 
management of large corporate farms in 
the San Joaquin Vallev. For several vears

he has been actively attempting to 
organize their workers, not simply into 
farm unions but with specific plans to 
eventually purchase the land they till to 
convert it to co-operatives owned by 
themse}ves. 

“Unions aren’t enough,” he explains. 
“If I'm a worker I don’t want to keep 
striking against a capitalist every three 
years, begging him to give me what’s 
rightfully mine.’ 

Still, he was one of the earliest moral 
and financial supporters of Caesar 
Chavez’ work among migrant farm 
workers, long before that cause attracted 
national attention. A few years ago he 
even offered to lay out the cash down 
payment on 2600 acres for the Chavez 
organiztion to own and operate as a 
co-op, but their union was already dealing 
with the AFL-CIO, which would have 
viewed ownership as a conflict of interest 

McAfee says he then offered the same 
2600 acrea to the Black Panthers, but 
they didn’t want it. “Maybe Huey 
Newton would rather stay in his fancy 
$650 a month apartment in Oakland, ’ 
he laughed 


McAfee has been employed several 
times in past years as a technical advisor 
for some of the larger Fresno county 
farms, but his organizing efforts have 
usually gotten him canned. In one case, 
about two years ago, the owner of a farm 
that had just fired him led a group of men 
in a raid on the McAfee house while 
Rodger was gone. His wife Darlene 
(daughter-—are you ready-of J.P. Getty’s 
chief tax accountant) was knocked 
unconscious, dragged outside before her 
terrorized children and kicked around, 
while others of the attackers loaded their 
truck with the McAfee’s furniture, which 
they later dumped in a river bed. 

In 1963, McAfee was in Mexico 
orgaizing dairy farmers in the Ensenada 
area into a co-operative which is still 
successfully operating. For that task, 
however, the Mexican government 
awarded him with a lifetime deportation: 
order and a promise of ten years in jail if 
he ever crosses the border again. 

Currently though, ‘‘legal 
expropriation” is McAfee’s main interest. 
He hopes to generate support among 
young workers and college graduates for 
plans to acquire ownership of corporate 
lands. 

Citing laws which forbid federal 
subsidy money for holders of more than

bourgeious class through the press’ 


160 acres and which require owners to 
live on the 160 acres, McAfee asserts that 
the corporations who now control about 
1.5 million acres of California’s prime 
Central Valley do so on shaky legal 
grounds. However, the large owners have 
circumvented these laws for many years, 


with the aid of the Bureau of 
Reclamation’s rising appraisals, by 
inflating land prices until the FHA 


wouldn't grant loans to small buyers. 
Nevertheless, McAfee feels that a 
concerted movement based on those’ 
long-ignored federal laws could force the 
reclamation bureau to reset their 
appraisal, enabling people to obtain FHA 
loans to buy 160-acre parcels at far below 
current market values, which could then 
be worked together as cooperatives. He is 
eager to use the land, equipment and 


expertise he has accumulated over the 
years to transform these dreams into 
reality 


“This could be real revolutionary 
action,” says McAfee, “we've just got to 
get projects like these operating. People 






















who really need it and are willing to work 
it have a right to this land, and there are 
federal laws that will support them in 
acquiring ownership of it.. But if the 
capitalist owners refuse our legal bids, 
them I’m for occupying tha land and 
using it and defending it with our lives if 
necessary.” 

Later that night, after dinner, McAfee 
was counseling his sons about the flak he 
feared they might encounter when they 
returend to school in Raisin City the next 
morning. “I never want you to start a 
fight,” he echoed an almost forgotten 
adage, “but I don’t expect you to run 
away either.” Each boy nodded dutifully, 
but it didn’t appear to be any big deal to 
them. 

The following morning, after taking 
the boys to school, McAfee attended to 
his regular milking chores, the carbine 
always close at hand, interrupted now and 
then to record a radio interview over the 
phone. 

As I left he was feeding the new twin 
calves he calls “the Angela twins, ‘cause 
they were born just an hour after I sprung 
Angela,” and he hollered good-bye with a 
vigorous clenched-fist salute. I drove 
away with the distinct impression that 
America has not heard the last of Rodger 
McAfee. 
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Trustees 
holdup

Ben Fox is a probation officer. Like 
the others in his department, he has a 
caseload of people who are in legal 
purgatory not quite prisoners and not 
quite free men either. But unlike his 
fellow officers, Fox is the only probation 
officer in the country with pollution 
cases in his caseload 

He handles Standard Oil Company of 
California, for example. As a result of oil 
spillages by Standard at the Richmond 
long wharf, the Coast Guard notified the 
California Department of Fish and Game 
which investigated the case and issued a 
citation. Asa result of the citation, 
Standard Oil appeared in court, was 
found negligent, and was placed on 
probation for a year and a half in lieu of 
having its corporate officers sent to jail

Our policy is that if they do not 
meet the conditions of probation, the 
officers of the corporation can be held 
liable and sent to jail.

theory,” emphasizes Fox, “as well as that 
of the District Attorney.” 

According to Fox, the legal precedent 
for an action of this sort stems from a 
case 4 few years ago involving price fixing 
in which the officers of General Electric 
and Westinghouse were sent to prison 

While Standard Oil maintains they 
cannot be sent to jail, it is interesting to 
note that they have cooperated with the 
probation department, and since he 
extended their probation, they have gone 
out of their way to “be nice” to Ben Fox 

Fox, who has been ecologically 
concerned since his surfer days in 
Southern California, fecis that in the case 
of corporate polluters, probation 
supervision is the most viable way of 
ensuring their adherence to the letter of 
the law and the requirements of the

court. “There has been a definite decrease 
in the number of oil spills from Standard 
since they have been on probation,” 
declared Fox. “In fact, as a result of their 
probationary status th y have added 
special emphasis to their pollution 
control program. Fines just don’t work 
It's a drop in the bucket and a company 
the size of Standard just looks at a fine as 
nothing more than a small cost of doing 
business. or a ‘pollution tax.’ But the 
threat of actually going to jail—the 
thought of a corporate officer waking up 
behind bars and having to eat his meals 
off a tray~why that’s another thing.”

what the Commission had been 
established to do. Yet the 
majority of us felt there were 
too many inconsistencies in the 
report to justify its 
recommendations. (In fact there 
were even inconsistencies in the 
recommendations.) So, in effect 
what the Senate said in 
“receiving” the report was that 
it was sympathetic to parts of 
the report and unsympathetic to 
other parts 

Mr. Burns then incorrectly 
States that there was “vociferous 
opposition from both faculty 
and student members on the 
senate,” to the “free-speech” 
resolution (containing a series of 
guidelin’s to govern the inviting 
of future speakers to campus) 
because a vote in favor of the 
resolution “could only imply a 
vote in favor of racisin,”’, then 
he partly contradicts himself by 


Stating that the resolution 
“passed overwhelmingly.”” How 
could there be vociferous 


opposition by what Mr. Burns 
implies is a sizeable group when 


the resolution passed 
overwhelmingly? Moreover, 
there was no —- vociferous 


opposition by faculty of student 
members, with the possible 
exception of one faculty 
representative who objected to 
the resolution in a prepared 
Statement which he read in a 
calm voice. This member was 
listened to with respect, but I 
believe it is fair to state that the 
majority of the Senate found his 
argument unconvincing. 

Mr. Burns was the student 
member who objected to the 





resolution, and he indicates why 
in his article by further stating 


that “the supporters of the 
motion (to approve of the 
Com mission's report and 
endorse its recommendations) 


agreed that the Commission had 
fulfilled its responsibilities 
admirably in researching and 
preparing the report and that the 
recommendations issued by the 
Commission were undeniably 
fair to all persons involved.”’ 

Mr Burns’ statement is 
misleading because it suggests 
that there was not a strong 
counter argument the 
position that the report was 
““admirably”’ done and 
“undeniably fair’’ when in fact 
there was, just as there was a 
strong counter argument to the 
notion that a vote in favor of the 
resolution could only imply a 
vote in favor or racism. Many 
members of the Senate were 
dissatisfied with the report and 
offered good arguments for their 
dissatisfaction, and to argue that 
a vote*in favor of the resolution 
is a vote in favor of racism 
makes no more sense than the 
argument (made in the fifties by 
various boards of regents and 
community spokesman) that a 
campus resolution that would 
allow the inviting of communist 
speakers implies a vote in favor 
of communism 

Mr. Burns then returns to the 


to 


Senate’s handling of the 
Commission on Racial 
Discrimination’s report and 


suggests that in refusing to take 
a definitive stand on the report, 
the Senate is guilty of fence 









straddling, thereby “throwing all 
responsibility for the report to 
the Commission § itself and 
President Hyink who acted upon 
its recommendations. Mr. Burns 
then adds: ‘*Thus once again, the 
Senate has delayed and 
subsequently failed to make any 
decision on a matter of great 
controversy. . .If | were Bernard 
Hyink, | would have quit long 
ego.” 


This last statement of Mr. 


Burns seems partially just to me, 
but not quite for the reasons he 
educes 


I believe we did take a 


definite stand on the 
Commissoin's report, as I have 
tried to indicate, and | don’t 
believe we threw the 
responsibility back on anyone, 
since we never assumed any 
responsibility in the first place. 
But Mr. Burns has a point. Since 
one of the Senate’s major 
functions is to advise and make 
recommendations to the 
president, it is of no help to the 
president for us to make any 
decision, definitive or not, on a 
controversial matter of great 


importance long after he has 
himself taken official action on 
the matter. Only after the

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Shockley incident was officially 
closed did we discuss it and even 
then, a motion to table was 
narrowly defeated. What the 
President probably would have 
appreciated from us much earlier 
was advice and counsel, and we 
didn’t give it to him.
